CURRICULUM  AND  RESOURCES 

Pan-canadian  science  project 

Recently,  Canadian  ministries  of  education  have 
initiated  several  joint  projects  to  develop 
common  frameworks  for  school  programs. 

Alberta  is  currently  involved  in  two  curriculum 
framework  projects  as  part  of  a Western 
Protocol  (the  western  provinces  and  territories): 
development  of  a framework  for  mathematics  (in 
which  Alberta  played  the  lead  role)  and  a 
framework  for  language  arts.  Work  is  now 
beginning  on  development  of  a Pan-Canadian 
science  project,  which  will  potentially  involve  all 
Canadian  provinces  and  territories. 

The  goal  of  the  Pan-Canadian  Science  Project  is 
to  develop  a framework  for  Kindergarten  through 
Grade  12,  for  both  the  English  and  French 
science  language  programs.  The  framework  will 
state  learning  outcomes  (knowledge,  skills  and 
attitudes)  for  each  grade,  along  with  illustrative 
examples. 

The  lead  jurisdictions  for  the  project  are  British 
Columbia  (English  language)  and  Manitoba 
(French  language).  In  Alberta,  consultation  with 
members  of  the  educational  and  scientific 
communities  will  be  an  essential  part  of  the 
process. 

The  science  K-12  framework  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  1997.  In  Alberta,  the  effects  of  any 
changes  will  likely  be  at  the  junior  high  level  first 
(September  1998);  the  senior  high  next 
(September  1999);  and  then  at  elementary 
(September  2000).

Local  Marking 

For  the  first  time,  in  June  1 995,  teachers  were 
allowed  to  mark  their  own  students’  language 
arts  papers  before  returning  them  for  central 
marking.  Approximately  45  per  cent  of  Grade  9 
papers  were  marked  locally,  and  these  scores 
were  submitted  to  Alberta  Education,  as  well  as 
approximately  30  per  cent  and  26  per  cent  of 
the  Grade  6 and  Grade  3 papers.  These 
papers  received  second  readings  at  the  central 
marking  session.  A high  reliability  was 
achieved.  Papers  found  to  be  discrepant 
between  first  and  second  readings  were  given  a 
third,  adjudicating  read.  The  third  reading 
rescore  rate  was  less  than  9 per  cent.

Resolving  Administration  Anomalies 

Although  we  announced  as  late  as  October 
1994,  the  new  practice  of  reusing  items  from 
1992,  1993  or  1994  tests,  and  the  securing  of 
these  tests,  most  schools  were  able  to  respond 
quickly  and  were  successful  in  avoiding  the  use 
of  these  tests  with  students.  Consequently,  the 
1995  testing  was  conducted  effectively 
throughout  Alberta  without  compromising  the 
validity  of  the  results.  In  a few  schools, 
however,  questions  were  raised  about  students’ 
prior  access  to  the  test  items  and  concerns 
were  rightfully  expressed  about  fairness  and 
accuracy.  Superintendents  were  asked  to 
investigate,  along  with  school  principals  and 
teachers,  these  and  all  other  nonstandard 
testing  practices  brought  to  our  attention  and  to 
make  recommendations  about  the  validity  of  the 
results.  Fewer  than  1000  students  in  each 
grade  in  schools  across  the  province  were 
affected  (2  to  3 per  cent  of  all  students).  A very 
small  portion  of  these  students’  results  were 
found  to  be  invalid.

Parent  Guide  to  Provincial  Achievement 
Testing 

In  the  spring  of  1995,  we  sent  schools  copies  of 
the  Parent  Guide  to  Provincial  Achievement 
Testing  to  distribute  to  parents  through  their 
students  in  Grades  3,  6 and  9.  The  purpose 
was  to  support  open  communication  about 
provincial  standards  and  the  testing  program 
among  the  teacher,  the  student  and  the  parent. 
The  guide  included  a tear-out  card  with  several 
questions  and  space  for  comments.  Parents 
returned  over  2000  cards;  about  half  included 
comments.  Parents’  feedback  about  the 
learnings  expected  of  students,  the  quality  of 
questions  on  the  tests,  and  the  testing  program 
was  generally  positive.  Their  written  comments 
ranged  from  positive  to  negative;  many  simply 
indicated  that  they  would  like  more  information. 
As  parents  seemed  to  appreciate  this  form  of 
communication,  we  are  looking  for  a way  to 
make  the  guide  available  again  later  this  school 
year.
